THE DECISION OP THE ILLINOIS 


SUPREME COURT IN THE DOUG- 
LAS ESTATE SUIT. 
On Sept. 26, 1864, diodes, as 


the executor of the late Stephen A. 
Douglas, sold at auction certain 
real estate to Dobbins. The sale 
was authorized by a decree of the 
Cook county circuit court, and there 
is no question as to the regularity 
in form of the sale. 
On June 6, 


1865, the complainant in this case, 
who was the widow of Douglas, the 
devisee under his will of one-half 
his property and the guardian of 
his children, made a quit-claim 
deed to Dobbins of all her interest 
in the property he bought at 
he 


sale. 
She claims that the purchase 


by Dobbins was not for himself 
alone, but for himself, Khodes and 
Gregg, and that she was ignorant 
of this when she made the quit- 
claim deed, and she asks that these 
three be decreed to be trustees hold- 
ing half the property as trustees for 
her use; that they account for the 
profit* of what ha-> been sold, and 
convey to her the undivided half 
of the residue. 
* 
Y 
The 


court holds that the evidence taken 
in the case warrants the conclusion 
that Rhodes was interested secretly 
in the purchase of the Douglas es- 
tate by Dobbins and that the wid- 
ow had a clear right, on becoming 
aware of this interest, to demand an 
accounting for her half of the profits 
on so much of the estate as had then 
passed into other hands, and a divi- 
sion of the remainder. 
But, though 


the transactioa of Khodes «vas re- 
pugnant to well established princi- 
ples of equity, the court did not 
;hink it sufficient evidence of moral 
xaud or fraud in fact that he, as 
executor, should have been willing, 
—after enabling the estate to realize 
all that was practicable from the 
sale,—to share in profits expected 
'rom holding the property for future 
speculation. 
The executor, it was 


shown, paid the widow considerably 
more than she had any legal right 
to claim, and, it further appearing 
LJiat long after she knew of Rhodes' 
nteres* in the purchase of the prop- 
erty by Dobbins, she expressed her- 
self perfectly fatbfied with the ad- 
ministration of the eatate, and took 
no measures to assert her rights, the 
court declined, at this late day, to 
order the re-opening of the transac- 
tion for her benefit. 
The effect of 


;he decision is to quiet the title to 
the property in the present holders, 
so far as the rights of the widow are 
concerned. 
DELIVERY OF DEED-MOBTQAGE IN 


CONFLICT. 


Supreme court of Illinois, opin- 


ion by Walker, J.: 


STATEMENT.—This was a conflict 


as to whether a deed or a mortgage 
wai delivered first, to the grantee 
or moitgagees, respectively. 
In 


the deed, the date was first written 
March 18, but was erased, and 19 
substituted. 
The mortgage bore 


date March 18. 
The mortgage was 


left by the mortgagor with the re- 
corder for record on the 23d, and 
then on the 26th sent by the recor- 
dt r to the mortgagor, who forward- 
ed it to themortgageesat New York. 
They returned it to the mortgagor 
t > have it executtd and acknowl- 
edged by his wife. 
This was done 


a id again it was sent to the mort- 
gagees. 
On the 19th and 20th of 


March, the grantee in the deed re- 
moved to the premises, and took 
possession, although his deed was 
not yet recorded. 
Held, 


1. That taking open and visible 


possession of premises is an equiva- 
lent to recording the deed. And 
that this being before the recording 
of the mortgage, the deed had there- 
by priority, and the mortgagees took 
with notice, and as subsequent pur- 
chasers. 


2. As the mortgagees negotiated 


immediately with the mortgagor, 
there was no delivery of the mort- 
gage until it reached them in New 
York. The mortgagor could not 
deliver to himself for the mort- 
gagees, and he did not deliver to 
the recorder for them, since the 
mortgage was returned to him and 
he himself sent it on to mortgagees.

WASHINGTON, D. C , December 9. 


—The 
Republican 
Senators 
held 


another caucus to day, and arranged 
for sending tub committees to Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana and Florida. 
They 


also arranged tor the seizure of the tel- 
egrams sent by the Democratic com- 
mittee to those States, and such others 
from other sources as look like any at- 
tempt to influence or change the result 
of the election. 


William E. Chandler and other vis- 


iting Republicans who have visited 
Fierida, 
arrived here to-day. 
They 


say tbat the Democratic Committee are 
welcome to take all the evidence they 
can find relating to the late election, 
and predict that the frauds .will be 
found to be more extensive than report- 
ed by the Board of Canvassers. 


The Democrats were greatly excited 


to-day to learn that Grant had issued 
orders to Gen. Roger to sustain Gov. 
Chamberlain and the Legislature which

The committee were also expected to 
decide whether or not they should rei 
commend the adoption, by the Senate, 
of tbe resolution submitted by ^Senator 
Mitchell and referred to the committee, 
proposing an investigation by them of 
the resent appointments of Presidential 
Electors, etc , in Oregon. 
After some 


discujsiog it was resolved to send sub- 
committees ^immediately to Louisiana 
Florida, and South Carolina, and they 
were appointed as follows: 


For Louisiana—Messrs. Howe, Wad- 


leigh, McMillan, Boutwell, Sanlsbury 
and McDonald. 


For Florida—Messrs. Mitchell, Tel- 


ler and Cooper. 


For South Carolina—Messrs. Cam- 


eron (Wis.), Christiancy and Merri- 
mon. 


It is expected that these sub-com- 


mittees will leave Washington 
for 


their respective fields of inquiry next 
Monday. All questions of law in re- 
gard to the election in Oregon, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama and Georgia, and con- 
cerning the eligibility of Presidential 
Electors in all the States were referred 
to Senators Morgan, Logan and Ker- 
nan, a sub-committee to report to the 
full committee at a future meeting, un- 
til which time all further action touchv 
ing the fonr States last named is de- 
ferred. 


COLUMBIA, Deo. 9.—The following 


has been received by the committee of 
democrats of the house : 


Columbia, S. C., Dec. 9.—To Hon. 


D. F. Connor and others : Gentlemen 
of the committee—I have the honor to 
say, in reply to your inquiries based 
upon tbe resolution, ef which yon band- 
ed me a copy, yesterday, that the Ui.it- 
ed States troops in the state house were 
placed there by my order for tbe pur- 
pose of executing such orders as might 
be given, and iu this connection I 
would say with reference to inquiries 
numbered six and seven, that if your 
body should appear at the state house 
for tha purpose of entering the bouse 
of representatives and should be refused 
admission by those having' charge at 
the doors, and such persons should ap- 
ply to the officers in command of the 
troops at the state house for the assist- 
ance necessary to prevent, your enter- 
ing, that the present orders to the offi- 
cers would require them to render such 
assiltcnee. 


I am, gentlemen, your obedient ser-

Nothing else has become known*to- 


day, except that more Federal troops 
•re en route for this place. Everything 
is remarkably quiet.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—President 


Grant in the course ot a long conversa- 
tion, to dav, with representatives of the 
associated "press, concerning political af- 
fairs, said, recently he received a dis- 
patch from Governor Chamberlain, in- 
forming him it was currently reported 
in Columbia that the president had an 
interview with Representative Hewitt 
of New York, in which he said that 
when members,of the South Carolina 
house of representatives, holding certifi- 
cates from the secretary, should con- 
vene, he would recognize as the legal 
house. 
The president in reply to 


Chamberlain, telegraphed that if Hew- 
itt sent or authorized such a dispatch, 
it was untrue tbat he had so expressed 
himself. 
The president said he had a 


fiee and agreeable conversation with 
Hewitt, in which he said, in his judg- 
ment, aot less .than sixty-three mem- 
bers were eligible ta organize the house 
and transact business, including the de 
termination 
and qualification of its 


members. This was the view he then 
held, but it was merely a private opin- 
ion, and he might have been wrong. 
The president here produced a note ad- 
dressed to him by Hewitt, dated house 
of representatives, December 6th, as 
follows: 


To THE PRESIDENT I have received a 


reliable telegram from Columbia, sta- 
ting tbat sixty-three members holding 
certificates from the Secretary of State 
have been sworn into the house presided 
over by Speaker Wallace, -which Is, 
therefore organized in accordance with 
tli« requirements of law, as stated by 
you. 


On the same day Hewitt sent him 


another note, as follows: 


1 have just received a a later dispatch, 


saying the supreme court ot South Car- 
olina has pronounced judgment, and de- 
clared the bouse presided over by Wal- 
lace, the legally constituted house of 
representatives, and tbat Mackey is a 
private person, not speaker or in any re- 
spect an officer of a legislative body. 


The president said in reference to 


these notes, he did not think, after his 
free conversation with Hewitt that the 
latter would make use of what he said 
for the purpose of defeating the party 
which the president represented. When 
Hewitt and Senator Randolph called 
on him, several days ago,|he informed 
Hewitt of tbe coatents ef the dispatch 
he had received froin Gov. Chamber, 
lain and his reply to it, and indicated 
to Hewitt that he thought his confi- 
dence had been abused. Hewitt de- 
nied that he had sent to Columbia any 
such dispatch as that mentioned. 
The 


president then repeated the substance 
of his dispatch in reply to Chamberlain 
Senator Randolph then produced a dis 
patch from Hampton, in which he said 
if the president would recognize 
the 


Wallace house and withdraw the troops 
he would do everything possible to 
preserve peace. 


The President remarked that he 


looked upon this as piece of import! 
nence on the part of Hampton, io tell- 
ing him what to do. That the send 
ing of troops to South Carolina were 
in obedience to tbe call of Chamber- 
lain, the danger there being too for- 
midable 
for the authorities of the 


state to control. That organized rifla 
clubs, representatives of GenersUUamp 
ton, were in the city of Columbia, and 
that if federal troops should be with- 
drawn there would be peabe, but it 
would be the rest of death. 


Senator Randolph then explained 


that the president should ' not think 
Hampton sought to advise what to do, 
and that the dispatch which was shown 
the president was a reply to one that 
Randolph had sent Hampton. 


In response to a question, the presi- 


dent said he never directed General 
Roger to place troops in the state house 
but that was the way Ruger understood 
orders for troops were intended. 
The 


president repeated that in obedience to 
the call of Governor Chamberlain to 
suppress insurrection, too formidable for 
him to control, aud had it not been for 
these troops, Chamberlain, would be a 
refugee to day, as Governor Ames waa 
from Mississippi. The president said 
that he looked oa the situation as em- 
barrassing. A good deal of bad temper 
had been shown on the democratic side 
and many were acting unreasonably. 
The; seemed to fear that he was not 
doing what was right and were abusing 
ever; bod;, for net holding to their 
views, and this struck him as strange. 
Gov. Hayes represented the part; that 
carried in the late election, all but four 
of the states tbat furnished the major- 
ity for the suppression of the rebellion, 
and GOT. Tilden carried all bat three 
of those which sought to destroy the 
Union. 


In allusion to frauds, he said the 


majority for Tilden in the city of New 
York wag larger than bis total majority 
in the state, and in which - city much, 
crime is perpetrated and where there is 
a large number of men who have very 
little interest in the state. In the same 
way, 
frauds were oommitted. i'mtue 


states of New Jersey and Pennsylvania, 
while it was true that in the southern 
states,which gave Gov.Tilden his major- 
it;, that voters, man; of them, voted 
more than once, bol -nobody claimed 
that Tilden did not carry such states. 
The tame party that perpetrated tbe 
frauds in the southern states for Tilden 
complain of frauds in Florida, Louisi- 
ana and South Carolina, bat if there 
had beennof«udginMis8iuippi,North 
Carolina and Arkansas,. these states 
would hare gone for Hayes and Wheel- 
er. 


The Pre8ideot,ju8tii«d tbe exclusion 


of Laurens and Edgefield counties 
from South Carolina returns, on the 
ground that Georgians voted in them 
frequently, and cast more rotes than 
there were voters for Democrat*. Much 
hat be«n said about the use of troops, 
but considering the number of lives 
sacrificed and the nub; political m 
den in the South, it was necessary to 
afford the required protection. Tha 
President thought all was quiet new in 
the South, and so far as he could he 


would protect every one from violence. 
All steps taken to this end have been 
duly considered. The President, in 
reply to a remark tbat it seemed the 
Democrats had abandoned the idea of 
impeaching him, said he woald advise 
them'' not to attempt it, for it mif ht 
out evidence whioh they would not like 
to spread on the reports. 
He would 


rather trust the rebels than their north- 
ern allies and tried to say as much in 
h« annual message. He did not re^ 
ceive all reports from the departments 
in time, and therefore he was obliged 
to leave out of his message many sub- 
jects to which, otherwise, lie would 
have alluded. 
Ue said in response to 


a question, than be would answer the 
House resolution and inform them why 
he sent troops to the South. 
Among 


other things the President said, in re- 
sponse to inquiries, there are DOW 600 
or 800 troops in Washington. If there 
shodld be any necessity for more, be 
would order them. 
A Jerazy man once 


followed him six months threatening to 
take his life, and this person be be'iev^ 
ed was placed in the insane asylum. 
When he first come to the executive 
mansion, he found a military guard 
there, but he immediate); had it re- 
moved. 
Referring to 
the political 


complications, he said he h-id an abid- 
ing faith in the people. 
Aa «u have 


had one rebellion, the people were not 
anxious for another, and thought there 
would be some way out of the present 
difficulty.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 10.—Con- 


gress will enter upon the work to-mor- 
row of devising a method of counting 
the Electoral vete and declaring the 
result. 
The debate will open on the 


question with members of both Houses 
in better temper than when the session 
commenced last week. This has been 
brought about by tbe non party vote in 
the Senate abrogating the twenty-second 
joint rule, and by the decision ofjtba 
judiciary committee of the House to 
report favorably llr. McCrary's resolu- 
tion for a joint committee to arrange 
for determining the presidential vote. In 
the Senate, Mr. Edmunds Will, however, 
make an elaborate speech on his propos- 
ed constisutional amendment to refer 
tlie counting to tbe U. S. Supreme 
Court. It does not seem to meet with 
much favor iu either House, for various 
reasons. One is that it is very doubtful 
if the amendment could be ratified by 
tbe states in time to become operative as 
a part of tbe Constitution before tbe 
Electoral vote is announced in joint 
convention. 
Senators and members 


very generally are looking into the pre- 
cedents, and bnd that in counting tbe 
vote each House bas critically inquired 
into tbe face of the returns and tne eli- 
gibility of Eleetorsand bave voted joist 
ly on counting the vote of State. The 
President pro tern, of the Senate insists 
that be has tbe rlgbt to "count," as well 
as "open," the Electoral certificates. 


Tbe visiting Republicans to Florida ar- 


rived here yesterday, and called on tbe 
President 
They expt eased the opinion 


that even tbe Democratic investigation 
into the election in Florida would sustain 
tbe Board or Canvassers in throwing out 
certain Electors which were fraudulent. 


The Associated Press denial of tbe 


statement tbat the President has recog- 
nized Chamberlain it beat answered by 
Qeo. Ruger's published letter to Hamp- 
ton, that he would not permit tbe litter's 
Legislature to enter tbe State Capitol. Tbe 
fact is, orders were sent Ftiday, after the 
Cabinet meeting, to Gen. Ruger, to stand 
by Chamberlain at Governor. 


Quito a number of Democratic mem- 


bers went to New York on Friday, to 
have a talk with Gov. Tilden as to tbe 
policy to be pursued.

YESTERDAY. 


Yesterday was a very comfortabV 


day so far as the weather was concern. < l , 
and the attendance at the churches was 
very good.

the difficulty of wanniim the auditor! 
urn. 
The e\(,"ivc cold weather oi 


Friday and Saturday hud got such com- 
plete possession of the house that It wiia 
found utterly impossible to make the 
upper part comfortable 
Services were 


conducted by the pastor, who preached 
both morning and evening \\ith his 
usual acceptability. Here, as at the 
other churches, one discourse «as devo- 
ted to the consideration of the condition 
of the poor of the city and the duty of 
the Christian public to minister to their 
relief. 


At Sippp's Chapel the services ware 


well attended considering the vigorous 
atmosphere, which served to add inter- 
est to the service, as the morning hour 
was devoted to the consideration of the 
poor and to the means of their relief— 
so arranged previously in conjunction 
with .all the churches in the city. The 
pastor based his remarks on the 41st 
Paalm- 1 3, saying, by way of introduc- 
tion, that Lorenzo Dow divided the poor 
into three classes—"the Lord's Poor, 
The Devil's Poor, and the Poor Devils;" 
and that the poor of tbe church should 
first receive attention as in preference to 
the poor of the world, but, of course, 
not to their exclusion. Sometimes peo- 
ple formed church connections in the 
hope of such assistance—but this is no 
worse than joining the church—expect- 
ing to gain favor or patronage in trade 
or a profession. lu assisting the poor, 
we meet the difficulties of supporting 
dishonesty and fraud, encouraging idle- 
ness, and affording means of dissipation. 
We can avoid the above evil by bestow- 
ing our charities with the same judgment 
we exercise in other important matters; 
and by careful, prayerful attention, by 
assisting those of our own poor, or those 
known to us, we can usually avoid above 
evils. 
By giving labor, if it can be 


done, we avoid the evil of idleness; and 
above all, we should make the conver- 
sion of the recipient the paramount ob- 
ject. And if we are enabled by God's 
?race to do this, we invariably remove 
all chance of being imposed upon, and 
at the same time remove the cause of 
poverty in a large majority of cases.— 
Instances were cited showing the futile 
nature of attempting to reach the heart 
when the body is suffering cold or hun- 
ger, and closing with an earnest exhor- 
tation to all to "consider the poor." 
The evening services were well attend- 
ed; and the usual interest was manifest- 
ed ia the dsscourse, which was based 
on the text, ."Why stand yahere all^the 
day idle?"

Sabbath School in the direction of their 
Christmas entertainment. 


At the United Brethren Church it 


was found impossible to warm the audi- 
ence room so as to have it comfortable 
for service in the morning, and in the 
evening the pulpit was occupied by 
Rev. Mr. Hoy.

on "Helping the Poor;" and in the eve- 
ning an interesting sermon on Scripture 
contained in the 17th chapter of Luke, 
29th to 36th verses.
